PlfHty Makes Vs Poor. 

"Vhe civilized stage turn, cYtsy 
vice, which barbarism practices ia 
a simple way, into a complex, am¬ 
biguous, equivocal and hypocritical 


This fixilish notion is one frequnctly binu^N to the front, and al¬ 
ways by those who are so little observant thsm’they think huniM na¬ 
ture never changes. They are like the .v!reej^-?evangeli!it wli> de- 
claretl tliat human nature was the .same today «s it was when Adam 
was placed in Eden. 

I will not go back to ancient times to show that the human i»turc 
of toilay is different from tliat of our fogefatber.s. which made them 
cannibals, and caused them to kill and eat thdt prisoners of war; I 
will not evru go back as far as the times when human nature was 
such tliat even the best society was content to Uve in, and seemed 
really to enjoy, the most uncleanly and filthy sorrmimlings, never 
even cleaning up their own houses, but living in them until they be¬ 
came so filthy that they were compelled to move out to allow these 
huases “to sweeten" as they then called it. 

All these differences and many hundreds of otliers have been 
(lointed out again and again. I want to call attention to some dif¬ 
ferences in human nature which I have mysett noticed. 

1 was a boy in my fifteenth year. living in a Maid old village. A 
funeral ceremony was abont to take place at the village church. Four 
men were hearing an old-fashioned mclodeon into the church to as¬ 
sist in the musical part of the ceremony. One of the “pillars of the 
church,” old Uncle John H., saw them'coming. Tliere had been much 
opposition to this innovation. He threw up his hands, and ex- 
claimeil. "Are they going to bring tlut ‘ima^’ (image) into the 
church? It .shall never be.” 

One of the si.stcrs of the congregation ran tor an ax, declaring she 
would hammer it into kindling wood before idie would allow her Lord 
and Ma.ster to be dishonored in this idolatrous way. For a time it 
kxikrrl a.s if the funeral would be turned into a fite-for-all figiit. 

Progress and common sense finally prevailed, and today musical 
instruments of all kinds arc found in Inc churches, except. I believe 
there is laie church in Baltimore city where the 'hninder proifiiicd ist 
Ills will that no instrument of music should ever lie liruitght itUo it. 
Ami it is said its wrvrk is much hampered becainse this one man tried 
to prevent liumaa nature from changing when it should liave changed. 

Well do I rymember when the attnnpt was made to inil the public 
school system upon a sure foundation in the county in which I lived. 
It was impractical, it was unju.st to those who had no children to 
send, it was contrary to human nature to expoct that any one would 
ever consent to be taxed for a thing tliey use, it would not 

work because some had more children than Others and therefore 
would have tlie advantage over their neighbors, it was absurd and 
foolish, and would only cause trouble to attempt tu cstablisli anything 
Imt "pay schools” a, the private schools of the time were called. 

But human nature changed once more, and if rau will put your 
finger on a man or a woman wIk* is today opposed to the public 
scliool, 1 will be very much cbligsxl to you. 

My mother-in-law was telling me that after her graduation from a 
young ladies’ finishing scliool. the brncl of the school suggested to her 
father that she was well final to accept a plscr-As instructor in the 
srliool, and that such a place would be given Jkc if acceptable. Her 
father became enragal; he never was so ijMipUed. His daughter 
never should stoop to such a low position. CMs of the other girts in 
the neighborhood then took the |iosition and • girl was ostracized 
for tlie rest of her life.

Berry, Arkansas; I^tterson, Colo¬ 
rado; Alice, Delaware; Bacon, 
Georf^a; Dubois, Idaho; Culkxn, 
Illinois; Dolliver, Iowa; Blackburn, 
Kentucky; Frye. Maine; Crane, 
Massachn^tx; Almr, Michigan;! 
Qark, Montana; Millard, Ncbras-I 
ka; Burnham, New Hampshire; 
Dryden, New Jersey; Simmons, 
North Carolina; Wetmorc, Rhode 
I.sland; Gamble, South Dakota;

The seat of Burton (Kansas),!
